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e he 39th Annual Assembly 


The 39th General Assembly was not 
as large in attendance as some previ- 
ous Assemblies because of the gas and 
travel situation and the fact that it 
was held at a distance from the larg- 
er membership of the Southern 
churches. However, the attendance, 
in my opinion, was not less than five 
thousand and possibly all told there 
were first and last as many as Six 
thousand people in attendance. The 
pirit of the Assembly was good, de- 
pite the noticeably smaller attend- 
ance. The administration was of such 
nature that we may all marvel because 
of what it may mean to the Church 
in the future. 


STARTLING 


changes were made, of such nature 
that it remains to be seen if these 
changes were actually made at the in- 
stigation of the leadings of the Holy 
Spirit or if they were simply the 
plannings of good men in an endeavor 
to lead the Church in these perilous 
times. The most outstanding change 
was probably that of the districting of 
the whole of the United States into 
six separate districts; over which 
there were placed six Assistant Gen- 
eral Overseers. It is hoped that these 
changes will make the positions of 
these men particularly active in the 
field and convention work, and to 
further assist in utilizing the minis- 
terial manpower that may be available 
in each respective field_of the As- 
sistant Overseers to the extent that 
a greater evangelical effort may re- 
sult. We may all look forward to these 
men to give an account of themselves 
as they are all men of experience with 
records of success behind them. They 
will need your prayers and coopera- 
tion to do all that rests upon them in 
these new and added responsibilities. 


LITERATURE BOARD 

A board consisting of five men, the 
president of which will be called the 
Editor-in-chief to this position, F. W. 
Lemons, was appointed in connection 
with the editing and spublishing of 
Sunday School literature, Lighted 
Pathway, and other youth literature 
and tracts. This field has long been 
neglected and it is to be hoped that 
this move will bring forward our liter- 
ature departments as mentioned 
Bove. This is a great and un- 
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limited field, which we have little 
more than touched so far. If we can 
by changes effected therewith reach 
out after the youth of the country in a 
more successful way, then this step 
will prove to be one of great worth, 
and this we confidently expect it to 
be. 


GENERAL CHANGES 


were made in various fields and of 
different officials. The office of Gen- 
eral Overseer, which had _ been 
filled the last nine years by J.H. 
Walker, was shifted to the shoulders 





of J. C. Jernigan, former overseer of 
Florida. The retiring General Over- 
seer, J. H. Walker, had enjoyed a 
successful administration, who, upon 
the resignation of Zeno C. Tharp, 
President of The Bible Training 
School and College at Sevierville, was 
chosen to fill the office of the Presi- 
dent of the School and College. Broth- 
er Tharp had held the position of 
President of the School for the last 
nine years, under whose oversight 
the department of Junior College had 
been added, and the entire Bible 
School and College had enjoyed great 
growth and success. Brother Tharp 
was loved and appreciated in his 
school work and despite the very able 


successor chosen to fill his place, in 
the person of J .H. Walker, former 
General Overseer, it goes without say- 
ing that Brother Tharp will be missed 
at the School. May God’s blessings at- 
tend him in his new field of labor as 
overseer of South Carolina. We antici- 
pate growth and blessings upon the 
School and College under the manage- 
ment of J. H. Walker, the new Presi- 
dent, who had, prior to his entering 
the office of General Overseer, held 
the superintendency of the Bible 
Training School while it was located 
in Cleveland, Tenn. 


STATE OVERSEERS 


were changed at an all-time pace. Dif- 
ferent of the state overseers were 
chosen to fill the office of Assistant to 
the General Overseer, which caused 
an unusual number of vacancies. H. L. 
Chesser, former overseer of North 
Carolina, was elected as. Assistant 
General Overseer and appointed to 
the great Northwest. We predict that 
this prayerful and humble man of 
God will make good in his new field 
of labor and to this extent we join 
him in prayer. E. W. Williams, former 
overseer of Ohio, was elected as one 
of the Assistants to the General Over- 
seer and was appointed to the North 
Central District. Here again was a 
choice of a man with experience and 
one who bids fair to give good account 
of himself in his field of labor. My 
prayers also accompany this good 
man. Paul H. Walker, former overseer 
of Michigan, was also elected among 
the Assistants to the General Over- 
seer and was appointed to the North- 
eastern District. When time comes for 
the reckoning of accomplishments I 
predict that Brother Walker will have 
his part of the sheaves, and to this 
end I shall pray with him for his suc- 
cess. The great state of Georgia also 
lost their former overseer, A. V. Beau- 
be, to the ranks of Assistant General 
Overseer, who was appointed to the 
great Southwest. No less certain it is 
that whatever others of this new rank 
of men do, Brother Beaube will make 
equal showing. May God give to him 
added strength and blessings in his 
new field of labor.

Time, July, 1944, gives the very in- 
teresting story of Bible reading: “...

Romans now because that book is an 
exposition of the law of a Christian. 
There are some attorneys in the group 
and we decided to start there.’ ”

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Pearl Harbor and Liquor 

Prohibition reports that under date 
of June 14 a Congressional Committee, 
charged with responsibility of secret 
investigation through a Military Af- 
fairs Committee, of the Pearl Harbor 
tragedy, made public information that 
Col. Thoe. Wyman, Jr., and Harry 
William Rohl, German-born contrac- 
tors, delayed the completion of the 
aircraft warning system, and that the 
night of the tragedy both Wyman and 
Rohl spent the night at Rohl’s home 
and that Rohl “rushed to his office in 
civilian clothes in a drunken condi- 
tion.” They were companions at “wild 
drinking parties.” Hence liquor lies be- 
hind the Pearl Harbor: tragedy. The 
mounting shame of our liquor bill was 
an increase from $2,003,000,000 in 
1934 to $6,083,000,000 in 1943.

Child Training 


Dr. Clarence H. Benson, writing in 
his book, “An Introduction to Child 
Study,” states that there were a few 
years ago, 860,000 children in New 
York City without any knowledge of 
the Bible and void of all sense of right 
and wrong, because there was not a 
vestige of Bible or Bible teaching in 
their homes. Dr. Benson further stated 
that “one week’s attendance at the 
movies is five times the number that 
will congregate at our numerous 
churches and Sunday Schools. Statis- 
tics,” said he, “show that in the Unit- 
ed States 77,000,000 attend the movies 
each week. Of this number 28,000,000" 
are under the age of 21 years; 11,000,- 
000 under 13 years, and 6,000,000 un- 
der seven years old.

Catholic Schools No Cure for Crime 

Juvenile court records flatly con- 
tradict Catholic propagandists who 
glorify parochial schools at the ex- 
pense of the American public school 
system. According to the admission of 
Father George B. Ford, Roman Cath- 
olic chaplain at Columbia University, 
more than three-fifths of the juvenile 
delinquents recently arrested in Ne 
York City were Roman Catholics. A 
quoted in the newspaper PM: 

“During the first four months of 
1943, 64 per cent of the juvenile de- 
linquents in Childrens’ Court were 
Catholic. This means the Catholic 
Church has something to be greatly 
concerned about.”

@ whose who attended the 39th An- 
nual Assembly of the Church of God 
at Columbus, Ohio, witnessed one of 
the most important conclaves of 
modern times. Not only was the Lord 
present in great power to bless all 
hungry hearts, but His glory was felt 
and acknowledged by the ministers 
in all our official sessions. 

We think it is indeed wonderful that 
God can and will bless His servants 
Ou: business sessions of such far- 

eaching importance as these have 
proved to be. 

Although the Bishops’ Council was 
not to convene until Thursday, August 
24, we found a great number of our 
ministers and officials present in Co- 
lumbus on the night of the 23rd. It 
was gratifying indeed to stand in the 
sumptuous lobby of the Deshler-Wal- 
lick Hotel and watch the ministers and 
laymembers as they greeted each oth- 
er with real Church of God love and 
enthusiasm. The executives, officials, 
and men of importance who were liv- 
ing in the hotel at the time, could not 
but ask, “Who are all these happy 
people who do not smoke or look as 
others?” Surely it delights us all to 
know that we still possess that cer- 
tain something akin to heaven that 
makes us stand out in a world of sin 
and darkness. 

The Council of Bishops was held in 
the large ballroom of the hotel and 
one could not help but be grateful to 
God as he heard the deep harmony 
and melody of approximately six hun- 
dred of our ordained ministers ring- 
ing in that gilded hall that had so 
often been the scene of dancing and 
revelry. A deep sense of the presence 
of God was felt by all during the four 
days the Bishops’ Council was in ses- 
sion and this in spite of the fact that 
we had a change in general Officials 
and passed measures which could be 
termed by some “of a revolutionary 
nature.” All of the bishops were 
hearty in their approval of the plans 
made for the future and we are sure 
that all measures passed will prove 
beneficial to the Church, not only in 
the homeland but on foreign shores 
as well. 4 

The large Memorial Hall was well 
nigh filled to capacity on the first 
@Qright of the General Assembly. ’Tis 
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true the crowds were not so tremen- 
dous as in the past, due to the ra- 
tioning of ga@line and the war effort, 
however what the crowd of four thou- 
sand lacked in number they made up 
for it in joyous enthusiasm. 


The singing was wonderful, so won- 
derful, in fact, that Dr. Matheny, the 
minister who extended to us such a 





hearty welcome, had Gov. Bricker 
come over the following day to speak 
for us and hear the glorious singing. 

A hearty welcome was given to the 
Assembly by Mayor Rhodes and the 
Chief of Police representing the civic 
government. Rev. E. W. Williams and 
Rev. Roy L. Marcum extended to all 
a welcome on behalf of the Church of 
God in Ohio. Interesting responses to 
these welcome addresses were given 
by Rev. J. E. Douglas, overseer of 
California, and Rev. D. C. Barnes, 
professor of Theology at the Church 
of God Bible Training School and 
College. Rev. A. V. Beaube was the 
speaker of the evening and delivered 
an interesting and timely message on 
“The Purpose of the Assembly.” 

It would be impossible to tell of all 
the good things that happened during 
the Assembly, yet we feel that some 
things should be mentioned. Notable 


among these would be the singing by 
special groups such as the Kannapo- 
lis quartet, Dunn trio, Orphanage 
girls’ trio, Assembly quartet, and many 
others. As always, the singing of the 
Assembly was outstanding. Then, too, 
there was great preaching. Rev. 
Synan, Assistant Superintendent of 
the Pentecostal Holiness Church, de- 
livered a remarkable sermon on 
“Pentecostal Apologetics.” Naturally, 
this message was received wonderful- 
ly and the minister had to stop re- 
peatedly while the huge crowd praised 
the Lord for the reality of the Pente- 
costal experience. 

The subject of “Sanctification” was 
dealt with in a sane, exegetical man- 
ner by our own Rev. Earl P. Paulk. 
Sister Helen Morrow gave to us a de- 
lightful sermon on “Love,” which was 
very ably and wonderfully delivered. 
Dr. Watson, who is the Prohibition 
Party’s nominee for President, spoke 
of “God’s Divine Order of Govern- 
ment” and received a gracious re- 
sponse from our people. Then, too, 
there were reports from various offi- 
cials concerning the work of the 
Church. Brother Cross and Brother 
Brinsfield gave to us a vivid report of 
the work being done by the Church of 
God on the foreign mission fields. Rev. 
F. R. Harrawood, our Orphanage 
Superintendent, informed the As- 
sembly of the progress being made by 
the Church of God in the matter of 
caring for the orphans. Rev. F. W. 
Lemons, our Service Pastor, gave some 
informative sidelights concerning his 
work with the men in the Armed 
Forces that proved to be very en- 
lightening. Rev. U. D. Tidwell, Director 
of Radio Recordings, spoke on “Facing 
the Crisis,’ and Evangelists J. T. 
Roberts and Roy Douglas made reports 
of the work they had accomplished as 
National Evangelists for the Church 
of God. 

There were things that happened 
at the Assembly which served to in- 
still in all a greater desire to work. As 
we listened to the wonderful annual 
report of our outgoing General Over- 
seer, Rev. J. H. Walker, our hearts 
burned within us to work as never be- 
fore and make the increases of next 
year even more phenomenal than

I. IN THE MASTER’S SERVICE IN 
CHILDHOOD 


Young Samuel was dedicated to the 
Lord before his birth.

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The Message and the Messenger

“And he said unto them, Go ye into 
all the world and preach the gospel 
to every creature,’ Mark 16:15. 


“Who hath saved us, and called us 
with an holy calling ... ,” 2 Tim. 1:9. 


God has given to the world, through 
Jesus Christ His Son, a message that 
Surpasses all other messages in im- 
portance—‘Preach the word.” This 
commission is greater in purpose and 
scope than any other message ever of- 
fered to the world. God has ordained 
and perfected a plan that through the 
preaching of the gospel all who fully 
trust in Jesus as a personal Savior 
may be saved from their sins. “For 
God so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life,” John 3:16. 

The field is the world, the plan in- 
cludes every color and race—“Whoso- 
ever will,” “Whosoever believeth.” 
“How shall they believe in him of 
whom they have not heard? and how 
shall they hear without a preacher? 
and how shall they preach except they 
be sent?” Romans 10:14, 15. 

The message of the gospel which 
brings goéd tidings, love and peace to 
the believer is important because it is 
a truthful message. “And ye _ shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free,” John 8:32. What a 
consolation it is to know that the gos- 
pel, the Bible message, inspired by the 
Holy Ghost, is a message that will re- 
veal the innermost, hidden secret of 
the heart, and open achannel for 
God’s grace to operate in each indi- 
vidual’s life as he puts trust in God. 

This message is a message of life or 
death.

This message is important as_ it 
bears a direct command of Jesus, “Go 
ye into all the world.” What Jesus

God needs messengers filled with the 
Holy Ghost and called by the great 
and eternal Spirit to take this won- 
derful message of love and salvation 
to a sin-cursed world.

call you for part-time service? Is His. 


message not important enough for full 
time? Is God’s program and plan to 
save the world so divided that He calls 
some full time, some part time, and 
others to serve a few weeks, months or 
years and then quit? Have you started 
and turned back because the task of 
taking the message was too great a 
responsibility, and too burdensome? 
Have you decided that you can make 
more in a defense plant than in the 
ministry for God? Is it a matter of 
what shall be my profession or how 
much can I earn? or is the question in 
your mind, “Has God called me as one 
of His messengers?” God calls! God 
said, “Go preach my gospel!” To obey 
that still small voice brings consola- 
tion to all who have swung out on His 


promises and trusted God. Why 
should we not trust Him? He takes 
note of the sparrow that falls. He will 
care for His own. 

Paul said, “I was not disobedient to 
the heavenly vision.” Have you bee 
disobedient to the call of God? Paul 
did not fail God in going where and 
when He said go. I believe there has 
been no greater day in the gospel dis- 
pensation than today for God-called 
messengers to take the gospel to the 
world. The most important message 
and one that needs delivering most is 
the gospel message.

John 11:1-44 


We have in our scripture the ac- 
count of Martha, Mary, and Lazarus, a 
family in which Jesus was very in- 
terested. They lived at Bethany, a vil- 
lage not far from Jerusalem, where 
Christ usually lodged when He came 
up to the feasts. Martha and Mary, 
the sisters, seemed to have been 
housekeepers and managed the af- 
fairs of the family, while Lazarus 
perhaps lived a retired life. We see a 
decent, well ordered, happy family, 
showing a love for Jesus as well as for 
each other. 

Lazarus, the brother, became sick. 
The sisters showed their concern for 
their brother by sending for Jesus. 
Jesus was a great way off, beyond 
Jordan, but Lazarus’ sisters knew 
where He was, so they sent a special 
message to Jesus to acquaint Him with 
the affliction of their family. The 
message was short, not asking any- 
thing, merely stating, “Lord, behold 
he whom thou lovest is sick.” 

Do we know today where Jesus is? 
Is our life in close communion with 
Him? Jesus loved this family, and to- 
day His love is as great as ever. He 
loves us and when we are in trouble 
we should call upon Him. 

When Jesus had heard that Laza- 
rus was sick He stayed two days longer 
where He was. One would think that 
Jesus would have made haste to come 
to His friends in this, their hour of 
need; but Jesus lingered. Matthew 
Henry says, “Jesus loved them, that is 
He designed to do something great 
and extraordinary for them, to work 
such a miracle of relief as He had not 
wrought for any of His friends.” This 
reminds us of the many times we pray 
and the answer to our prayer does 
not come so quickly, yet when the 
answer does come it is so wonderfully 
given. 

After two days Jesus said to His dis- 
ciples, “Let us go into Judea again.” 
The disciples protested because the 
Jews had sought to stone Jesus there. 
But Jesus explained to them that a 
man must walk in the day. Jesus had 
a clear call to go. Today if we have 
a call from the Lord we need to heed 
that call regardless of the stones 


ee people may throw at us. The only time 
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we will stumble will be in the night. 
If we walk in the light, with the will 
of God as our rule, we will never 
stumble. 

On the journey to Judea, Jesus told 
the disciples that Lazarus was asleep. 
Jesus said, “Our friend Lazarus 
sleepeth, but I go that I may awake 
him out of sleep.” He called him “our” 
friend. A believer is a friend of Christ, 
and a believer who has passed on is 
described as asleep. If we are abiding 
in Christ, we shall merely put off this 
fleshly body for a heavenly one. 

The disciples thought if Lazarus was 
asleep, he was doing well; but Jesus 
told them plainly that Lazarus was 
dead. Jesus said He was glad He was 
not there so the disciples might be- 
lieve. This was a great opportunity to 
increase their faith in the power of 
the Son of God. Sometimes, when we 
hear about something, we are prone 
to doubt, but if we see with our eyes 
we have more faith. The disciples were 
to see the marvelous resurrection of 
their friend. 

In the house of Martha and Mary 
there were many Jews to comfort 
them and mourn with them in the 
death of their brother. When Martha 
heard that Jesus was near, she met 
Him, pouring out her heart to Him. 
She told Jesus if He had been there 
her brother would not have died, but 
even now whatever He would ask of 
God, God would give it to Him. Jesus 
told Martha that Lazarus would rise 
again. Now Martha believed in the 
resurrection and she knew her broth- 
er would rise then. But Jesus said, “I 
am the resurrection, and the life: he 
that believeth in me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live: And whosoever 
liveth and believeth in me shall never 
die.” 

Praise God! In Jesus Christ is life 
eternal. We may die in this life and 
our earthly bodies go back to Mother 
Earth, but we are alive in Christ for- 
evermore. We merely put on immor- 
tality, exchange the corruptible for 
the incorruptible. The same way with 
Sinners today. Though we were dead 
in trespasses and sins, there is a spi- 
ritual resurrection in Christ. When we 
are born again from above we are hid 
away in Jesus. Our old life has been 
put off and the new man put on, 
which after God has been created in 
righteousness and holiness. 

We have Martha’s noble profession 
that Jesus was the Christ, the Son of 
God. She believed in the Son of God 
Faith is what it takes today to please 


God, for we are told that without faith 
it is impossible to please Him. Martha 
called Mary secretly, telling her that 
the Master had come and was calling 
for her. Mary went quickly to Jesus, 
falling down, weeping at His feet. She 
uttered practically the same words 
Martha had said, that if Jesus had 
been there her brother would not have 
died. It is remarkable to notice the two 
sisters with a mind of one accord. Oh, 
how we need more unity in prayer to- 
day! 

When Jesus saw Mary weeping He 
groaned in the spirit and was troubled. 
Jesus wept too and asked where they 
had laid Lazarus. They had buried 
Lazarus in a cave and a stone lay on 
it. Jesus said, “Take ye away the 
stone.” Oh, these wonderful words 
from the lips of the Son of God! Yes, 
there are stones for us to move today. 
Jesus could have but spoken the word 
and the stone would have rolled away, 
but there was something for the disci- 
ples to do, hence the command. 
There are many stones today in the 
lives of individuals that must be 
moved before Christ can come in. Let’s 
help to roll these stones away and see 
a resurrection take place. Without this 
stone being moved from the tomb of 
Lazarus, he would never have been 
raised to life. So today, without the 
stones of unbelief, doubt, mistrust, 
etc., being removed, the sinner can- 
not be saved. 

Lazarus had been dead four days 
already, so Martha feared his body 
would smell by this time. We are told 
that after seventy-two hours a dead 
body begins to putrefy, and the Jews 
say that by the fourth day after death 
the body is in such a state of decay 
until it is hard to identify a person. 
We remember that Jesus rose the 
third day; He was not to see corrup- 
tion. 

Jesus did not heed any of these na- 
tural things. He said to Martha, “Said 
I not unto thee, that if thou wouldst 
believe, thou shouldest see the glory 
of God?” It seemed that Martha could 
not quite understand the ability of 
Christ, even though she was well ac- 
quainted with Him. All things are 
possible with God, yet man in the hu- 
man body will never be able to com- 
prehend all the greatness of God. 

The stone was taken away, and Je- 
sus lifted up His eyes to pray at 
this time. We notice that He lifted up 
His eyes when He prayed. Today when 
we pray we need to lift up our hearts
